Hopkinsville, Ky. — Much speculation 
has been caused among the farmers 
of Kentucky and Tennessee by the 
publication recently of articles of in- 
corporation for the Planters’ Protec- 
tive Association of Kentucky. Tennes- 
see and Virginia, It being presumed 
that the new corporation was formed 
to take the place of the Dark District 
Tobacco Planters’ Protective Associa- 
tion of Kentucky and Tennessee, 
which was formed in September, 1904, 
and to which about 85 per cent, of the 
tobacco growers of the dark tobacco 
district now belong. In the brief no- 
tices which were first published re- 
garding the filing of the first named 
articles, it was stated that the capital 
stock was $200,000, but in the articles 
the capital is placed at only $200. The 
same men are named as the officers *>f 
both corporations, and as the two do 
not seem to be at all compatible the 
farmers are very much stirred up over 
the situation. A card has been issued 
calling on President C. H. Fort and 
General Manager F. G. Ewing (as they 
are the officers of both associations) to 
publicly explain the relation of each 
corporation to the other.
